South West Area Brings Further 
Prospects of Drilling 


Twelve applications to drill wells 
upon Okalta property on the west 
flank of south Turner Valley are being 
considered by officials of the company 
it was learned. Nine deals, involving 
drilling of at least 18 wells within the 
near future, have been made oh Okal¬ 
ta property within the past few 
months. 

Property owned by Okalta arousing 
the interest of the drilling companies 
extends from section 16, township 18, 
range 2, west of the 5th meridian, 
which is a mile south of Foundation 
Petroleumns, northwards to the Dal- 
housie No. 8 test well on the extreme 
edge of the west flank, in section 30, 
township 19, range 2, west of the 5th 
meridian.

Dear Mr. Editor:- ' .. 

I have, been reading some of Mr. 
Aberhart’s speeches that he has been 
making in Alberta. He seems so en¬ 
thusiastic about the good effects of 
his Government’s legislation that it 
occurs to me perhaps he does not know 
about the bad effects it is having right 
in ljis own province. But there are a 
great many people in Alberta who do 
know about these bad effects. They 
know because they are the ones who 
are suffering. 

A woman whom I happen to know— 
a widow in Alberta—invested the few 
thousand dollars, left by her husband 
at his death some four years ago, in 
Alberta 6 per cent, bonds. As she had 
a young family to support, and no 
other means by which she could sup¬ 
port them, she depended on the inter¬ 
est and periodic sales of the bonds to 
keep her going until the two oldest 
children should be able to contribute 
to the family’s support. In September 
1936 she realized $902 from the sale 
of one bond, par value $1,000. Shortly 
she will have to dispose of the remain¬ 
ing $2,000 at probably less than one 
half of the purchase price. 

There are doubtless very many 
cases like this in Alberta today. Peo¬ 
ple with a little money saved up in 
bonds of their own province find the 
income on those bonds cut in half 
and the value of the bonds therefore 
much depredated. 

It is the same thing all over the 
country too. Careful investors have 
put their money into government 
bonds because those seemed to be the 
most secure. And careful investors al¬ 
ways include many people of small 
savings who have to-be careful be¬ 
cause they cannot earn more money. 
Perhaps Mr. Aberhart, in his chase af¬ 
ter the pot of gold at the end of the 
economic rainbow, does not care how 
much the small people in the other 
eight provinces of the Dominion may 
suffer from his legislation; but one 
would think he would give some 
thought to the people in his own 
province.

Not Be Back 

Some orthodox groups apparently 
do not think so. For they accept with 
complacency the reports presaging 
failure, and gleefully make ready to 
receive the chastened rebels back. But 
they will not be coining back. For 
people who are driven from old practi¬ 
ces by an honest belief in their ineffi¬ 
cacy, will not return to them. They 
will go on, upon unbeaten paths, 
should the highway be closed; on, it 
may be, even beyond the horizon of 
democarcy. We have little knowledge 
of human nature, if we think other¬ 
wise. We have a wrong opinion of 
Canadians if we believe that they will 
ever take it lying down. 

"Thus utiorthodoxy rushes on and 
struggles with reform, to find it yet 
beyond its single strength to handle. 
Meanwhile, orthodoxy rests content, 
thinking the battle lies behind it. 

“But when the national ills, control¬ 
lable no longer, rise like a great sea 
against the bulwarks of the past, what 
then of orthodoxy? 

“At the hour of crisis, when ortho¬ 
doxy at last goes into action, it will go 
into action on the losing side. That is 
inevitable. For it will have as guide, 
no modern plan but just an ancient 
prejudice. 

. “This will be a defacto fascist gov¬ 
ernment and will combine all .the fu¬ 
tility of the old democracy with all the 
hatefulness of dictatorship. ' 

“Frenzied radical and ruthless re¬ 
actionary, with all their fearsome 
works! Are these our only choice? No.

il ave we Canadians the right to de¬ 
mand an end to want and unemploy¬ 
ment ? Have we the right to a high 
-standard of living? The answer is, 
yes. On a per capita basis we have 
perhaps the greatest natural wealth 
of any nation in the world. 

A New National Policy 

“We need a new national policy 
which will be the people’s policy; a 
policy not sprung from political exig¬ 
ence or class greed, but from the need 
of a great majority; a policy to which 
they safely may entrust themselves, 
whose high ambition is security, a 
chance for youth, freedom, peace. 

Ifi Canada, government intervention 
is not new. It is a long time since in¬ 
dustry operated wholly without re¬ 
strain or aid of government. The 
state has acted in many an emergency. 
For years it has been the ;wrecking 
crew of the economic system. But it 
has never been the pilot engine. 

“I believe that our political form is 
all right, if we can give it economic 
substance. There is nowhere trouble, 
which a better working system will 
not cure.

Be¬ 
cause of that belief they let you have 
their merchadnise. Unless you have 
paid cash, you are in debt to them for 
the value of the goods. They, on their 
part, have probably obtained the 
goods from a manufacturer op the 
strength of their owp promises to pay. 
Singer, for instante,. may have been 
given credit at his wholesaler’s or he 
may have borrowed from the bank and 
promised to pay back the loan on a 
certain date His promise is backed by 
your promise to him, and the bank’s 
promise to its depositors, or the manu¬ 
facturer’s promise to his bondholders 
are backed up in turn. So you see that 
business is one long chain of promises 
to pay, with payment as the final link 
in the chain.

Olympic Boxers 
Among Fish Eaters 


Agree With Pyramid Builders That 
Fish is Valuable Diet for Strenuous 


The former-Puke of York, now King 
! of Great' Britain, is best known to the 
flritish people as a quiet, persistent 
worker for ris countryman, in factory 1 
and mine. 

As Prince of Wales, Edward special¬ 
ized for a time as an international 
travelling salesman for the products of 
his. country, often called the “work¬ 
shop of the world.” 

But the new King, next in-line for 
the throne, looks not abroad but at 
home for his specialization. He has 
concentrated upon the daily lives of 
workers,'''striving to make them hap¬ 
pier. He has been “working president” 
of countless organizations, chief 
among them the industrial Welfare 
Society. 

This society was formed, he once 
said, for “cementing that fellowship 
between individuals in all walks of 
industry irrespective of class or occu¬ 
pation which is tlie backbone of our 
imperial progress.” . > 

“Nothing is more important to the 
security and prosperity of the empire,” 
he said at another time, “than the 
keeping up of a high standard of in¬ 
dustrial ‘'Welfare.*’ 

Like his father, George V, the new 
King is patient and shrewd. Tributes 
are paid him for his "ungrudging de¬ 
votion to public service.” Through his 
devotion, he has learned much of some 
of the hardest national problems and 
has been active in contributing to their 
solutions." 

Trained for Navy 

Like his father, also, the Duke was 
trained mainly for the navy, not the 
throne. He had to be ready to take 
the throne should the occasion arise— 
but always he faced the problem of in¬ 
tense training for a position he might 
never fill. 

At the same time, in contrast to Ed¬ 
ward who h a d only hi mself to think 
of in training for the throne, the new 
King has-had to guide his own heir, 
Princess Elizabeth. 

The Duke was in the naval service 
from the age of 13 until near the end 
of the war when persistent ill health 
was climaxed by breakdowns and two 
operations. 

To his companions ashore and afloat 
he wqs an earnest and personable 
[ yodng man and, under fire in the battle 
of Jutland, he earned mention by Jel- 

licoe. 

But his very unpretentiousness was 
typified by the fact that all the officers 
in charge could recall after the battle 
was: “Oh, yes, 1 remember the Duke 
made cocoa as usual for me and the 
gun crew.” 

After the war he turned to domestic 
industrial problems but here another 
factor kept him in the background as 
an individual — speech impediment 


they can carry * on their businesses. 
Credit ortce lost is very hard to get 
back, so it pays to watch it. 

It is the same with a government. 
The services that governments render 
today -are so numerous and so varied 
that they can scarcely hope to pay for 
them all out of day-to-day revenue. 
Therefore, cash must be borrowed on 
the strength of their credit, usually by" 
selling interest-bearing bonds to the 
public. A government keeps its cred¬ 
it good by meetings th£ payments of 
interest or principal of these obliga¬ 
tions on the dot. If it is unable or re¬ 
fuses to pay these bills when they are 
due, people naturally aren’t going to

Tests 

It is a long stretch from the pyra¬ 
mids of ancient Egypt to the pylons 
of modern Germany but it has been 
spanned by an experience of the Brit¬ 
ish Olympic, boxing team. 

The manager of the team highly re¬ 
commends fish as food for athletes in 
training. Recently the whole team sat 
down to a fish supper at a famous 
London fish and seafood restaprant 
and members echoed the coach’s opin¬ 
ion that “a fish diet, and only fish, was 
proper when training.” f . 

The Olympic team however, a writ¬ 
er says, is only putting into practice 
a principle known long ago to the men 
who drove the slaves who built the 
pyramids. They were well aware of 
the sustaining qualities of fish and the 
workmen on those ancient pyramids 
were fed almost exclusively on this 
food. 

Today physicians and dietitians are 
strongly on the side of fish as an im¬ 
portant article of diet. A plentiful 
store of proteins, vitamins and miner¬ 
als is present in all fish foods. Cod 
livers have been used medicinally for 
a long time and only a few years back 
halibut livers were also discovered to 
be of considerable medicinal import¬ 
ance and the discovery set drug and 
medical houses buying up all the hali¬ 
but livers in sight. In sea fish there is 
an abundance of iodine and inland peo¬ 
ple have no better food for the pre¬ 
vention of goitre than sea foods. 

According to leaders of the fish in¬ 
dustry, the current Canadian crusade 
to promote the consumption of fish’ is 
making people more aware of its 
health value and tastiness and the 
public appetite is rapidly becoming a 
staunch ally of doctor and dietitian.

for paying its debts promptly and ful¬ 
ly, “even as you and I.” 

A nation's credit is made up of the 
credit of all governments and business¬ 
es in the country. These in turn depend 
on tl)e people of the nation. Each one 
of them has a very definite part in 


maintaining his country’s credit. If a 


man does not pay his bills he weakens 
the ability to pay of numbers of other 
people. 

I said before that credit is like a 
chain. Perhaps it would be better to 
liken it to a wire cable. If one strand 
breaks, the cable remains, but there is 
a greater strain thrown on the other 
strands in good condition, not only for 
its own sake but for that of all the 
other strands as well Therefore, it be¬ 
hoves you, my boy, to pay those bills 
just as soon as you can and to take 
care always that your bills do not get 
beyond the amount that you are sure 
of being able to pay. Thus you*will not 
only keep your own good reputation 
and standing and be able to buy again 
when you want to in anticipation of 
funds, but to do your part in keeping 
the whole nation’s finances in a good 
condition. So you see how definitely 
the country’s credit is your business. 

There is another aspect of the mat¬ 
ter which I would like you to think 
about. Quite outside of the fact that it 
will cause Singer and others a good 
deal of inconvenience if you don’t pay 
them, there is still another angle to 
T>e considered.

institutions need more funds. 

Western farmers could, therefore, 
help themselves if they would instruct 
their members of parliament to re¬ 
quest the governments to allocate ad¬ 
ditional money , for agricultural re¬ 
search. 

As agricultural research advances, 
so unquestionably will the welfare of 
farmers increase. 

Following factors have tended to 
raise price. Reports that Germany will 
purchase 37 million bushels—Egyp¬ 
tian cotton production far larger than
